BONN, June 8 (AP)—A Gov- 
ernment spokesman said after 
a Cabinet meeting today that 
West Germany welcomes a Rus- 
sian proposal that Chancellor 
Adenauer visit Moscow to dis- 
cuss “normanilzation of rela- 
tions” between the Kremlin and 
the Bonn government. 

The spokesman said, however, 
that the Soviet note “raises sev- 
eral questions which make a 
study necessary.” 

“This has been initiated,” the 
spokesman said, adding: “It is to 
be hoped that it will lead to the 
talks between the 
Federal Chancellor and the 
statesmen of the Soviet Union 
will become feasible.”

BRITISH STRIKERS 


Trade Union Congress 
Leaders Urge Govern- 
ment to Accept Peace 
Proposal. 


LONDON, June 8 (AP\—Ef- 
forts to end Britain’s paralyzing 
railway strike moved into high 
gear today as Sir Brian -Robert- 
son, chairman of the British 
Transport Commission which 
runs the state-owned railways, 
agreed to meet leaders of the 
67,000 striking locomotive engi- 
neers and firemen for the first 
time since the walkout began 11 
days ago. 

The Ministry of Labor an- 
nounced that Robertson, the gov- 
ernment’s chief mediator, Sir 
Wilfred Neden, and Jim Baty, 
general secretary of the striking 
Associated Society of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Firemen, 
would confer in mid-afternoon |? 
at the ministry. ; 


Compromise Plan. 
Other steps aimed at ending 


the strike on the basis of a com- | 
promise peace plan framed by |% 
the Trades Union Congress ex- | 
ecutive, the top union authority, 


advanced rapidly. 


Leaders of the TUC, with 


which nearly all British unions 
are affiliated, called on Labor 
Minister Sir Walter Monckton 
to urge government acceptance 
of the peace formula, which 
would get wage talks going 
while the Strike still is on. The 
government so far has refused 
to negotiate “under duress.” 


Afterward, TUC Chairman 
Charles Geddes told reporters 
“there appears to be prospect 
of some progress being made.” 
Monckton hurried off to see 
Prime Minister Eden. 


There were peace moves, too, 
in one of the other two big walk- 
outs now plaguing the nation— 
a strike of 20,000 dock warkers 
tying up some 200 freighters in 
seven seaports. Leaders of the 
striking Stevedores’ Union 
agreed to submit their jurisdic- 
tional dispute with another un- 
ion to a TUC committee. 


But no settlement was sighted | 
in- the third dispute, a wildcat 
walkout by about 800 stewards 
on trans-Atlantic liners. It has 
stranded some 3300 passengers 
in Liverpoel and Southampton. 

TUC leaders were hopeful 
that Eden would accept their | 
plan for negotiations between | 
the 67,000 striking railway men | 
and the British Transport Com- 
mission, which runs the state- 
owned lines. 

Urged to OK Pian. 

The Prime Minister was urged. 
to approve the TUC proposal 
today by both the Daily Mail, 
and the Daily Telegraph, tw 
of his Conservative govern 
ment’s strongest newspaper | 
backers. 

Under the plan, preliminary | 
talks on a small teMporary wagd 
increase would be started im- 
mediately between the anion and 
the commission. If agreement 
is reached, the strike would be 
called off and negotiations would 
begin on a new wage scale for 
the entire industry.

The peace proposal calls for 
the National Union of Railway- 
men, which represents 400,000 
other rail employes, to be cori- 
sulted only in the second stage 
of the negotiations. NUR 
spokesmen have said that if 
ASLEF gets its increase, their

Spokesmen for the bigger 
union said last night they had 
neither accepted nor rejected 
the TUC proposal. 

The ship stewards’ walkout, 
which already has laid up six 
trans-Atlantic liners, cut deeply 
into Britain's rich dollar-earning 
tourist trade.

U.S. OPPOSES $60,000,000 
TEXAS CITY BLAST CLAIMS 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP) 
— The Department of Justice 
yesterday opposed a bill to pay 
$60,000,000 to settle claims aris- 
ing from the 1947 Texas City 
(Tex.) explosion 

Morton Liftin, a Justice De- 
partment attorney, told a Senate 
Judiciary subcomittee the meas- 
ure is a “relief bill for insurance 
companies.”

Liftin replied “the De- 
partment is not opposed to what 
it considers to be a genuine re- 
lief bill for the victims of the 
Texas City disaster. We would 
have no objections to a bill like 
that which passed the Senate 
last session It excluded the 
insurance companies.”

Possibility of Answer in Year. 

Gardner says the committee 
expects to have “reasonably 
definite and positive answers” 
for Congress about a year from 
now. 

The committee was set up 
more than a year ago under in- 
structions from Congress to: 

1. Determine whether public 
and private experiments 
strengthen possibilities for 
large-scale weather modifica- 
tion and control. 

2. Recommend whether the 
Government itself should ex- 
periment with, engage in or 
regulate weather control activ- 
ities. 

Gardner says the hope for 
getting answers lies in these 
activities of the committee: 

1. Development of new, 
faster and more precise meth- 
ods of statistically evaluating 
tests and commercial projects. 

2. Development of radar 
and other techniques for actu- 
ally following the atmos- 
pheric action of silver iodine, 
the substance chiefly used in 
rain-making efforts. 

All such projects of the com- 
mittee are under the general

The committee, aided by a 
number of consulting scientists, 
is made up of officials of six 
government departments, includ- 
ing defense, as well as five 
civilians. 

Some Answers Lacking. 

Gardner says that while ex- 
periments in rain-making start- 
ed almost nine years ago, “we 
do not have answers to some 
very basic and seemingly simple 
questions about the commercial- 
type operations.” 

He says that when the advis- 
ory committee first tackled its 
evaluating job almost a year ago, 
some experimenters felt that 
increases in rainfall, through 
artificial cloud-seeding, could 
average between 50 and 100 per 
cent. 

But the committee feels today, 
he said, that if evidence is really 
obtained that rain - making is 
achievable on a practical scale, 
the average increase will prob- 
ably be shown to be “not to be 
higher than 30 per cent.” 

“But increases of the magni- 
tude of 5 per cent or 10 per 

cent,” he said, “can produce 
consequences of tremendous 
significance to the economy of 
the nation.” 

“We figure that increases of 
20 per cent or more may very 
easily produce benefit-cost 
ratios running up to 300 to 1 
which is, of course, very far 
in excess of any benefit-cost 
ratio which can be anticipated 
for any ordinary water-re- 
sources development or conser- 
vation project.” 

Report on Navy Experiment. 

Gardner says the committee 
is undisturbed by a recent re- 
port from New York University 
that a two-year Navy experi- 
ment in weather control along 
the Atlantic seaboard “lent no 
support to the theory that seed- 
ing can make, break or change 
a storm in a big way.” 

Gardner says the Navy had 
“only 10 to 20 silver iodide gen- 
erators spread out all along the 
Atlantic coast in an experiment 
designed to determine whether 
a few generators and some dry 
ice sveding can create tremen- 
dous effects.” He added 

In experiments and projects 
of the type we are evaluating— 
that is, projects designed to pro- 
duce small, local effects—10 or 
20 generators may be placed 
along just a 10-mile stretch. 
Thus, the results of the Navy 
experiment along the East Coast 
have practically no application 
to our studies.” 

Neither is the committee's 
evaluation work affected, he 
said, by the theory of Dr. Irv- 
ing Langmuir, one of the pio- 
neers in rain-making research, 
that Armed Forces experiments 
in that field may have caused 
the disastrous Missouri valley 
floods of June 1952. 

Without commenting on wheth- 
er he thought Langmuir’s theory 
is correct, Gardner said: 

“Our problem as I say is as- 
eertaining small, local effects — 
and we find that tough enough.” 

Langmuir’s Conclusion.

its vigilance. 

The emergence of circum- 
stances more favorable to peace 
is most comforting to the peo- 
ples of the world, who, in gen- 
eral, hope and pray for peace 
and release from the terrorizing 
threat of atomic war. 

Moreover, every move and 
adv.nce toward world peace 
that is being made today 
is a justification of the 
faith of the United Nations 
that the road to peace—the 
only sure road, in my view— 
is to be found in persistent 
and patient effort to bridge 
the gaps between conflicting 
interests and points of view, in 
bringing the representatives 
of peoples and nations to-

ALPH J. BUNCHE, Under 


Secretary of the United 

Nations and a U.N. staff 
member since 1946, won the 
1950 Nobel Peace Prize for 
his work in Palestine.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Your reference to the projected St 
Louis Planetarium being a one-shot 
attraction is about as far from reality 
as Jupiter is from the Earth—3o0,- 
000,000 miles. 

Extensive study and planning have 
been made to provide shows and ex- 
hibits that will continue to bring 
back adults and school children alike. 
Certainly the public will return time 
and again for shows bearing such 
titles as “The Creation,” “Christmas 
in the Heavens,” “Story of the Unl- 
verse,” “Space Ship to Mars” and 
equally interesting shows. 

The chief museum need of St 
Louis is not just a natural history 
museum, but a whole science center 
consisting of the planetarium, a natu- 
ral history museum and an industrial 
museum. A science center will start 
our boys and girls to thinking—and 
produce a few Dr. Salks as a result. 

The reason for starting with a 
planetarium is that it would be self- 
supporting. The American Museum 
of Natural History in New York, and 
the Franklin Institute in Philadel- 
phia, derive much of their finan- 
cial support from their respective 
planetarium shows, the Hayden and 
Fels.

Of course, you are quite right when 
you mention the importance of a site. 
The Griffith Planetarium in Los An- 
geles is located in a beautiful spot, 
high in the Hollywood hills—but to- 
tally removed from public transpor- 
tation. Buhl in Pittsburgh is located 
in a crowded section of the city which 
presents totally inadequate parking 
facilities. The Hayden in New York 
and the Hayden in Boston are cen- 
trally located with good parking facil- 
ities. As a result the attendance is 
much greater. 

It is also necessary to secure a site 
large enough (six acres) in St. Louis, 
that will allow for future expansion 
into the science center already men- 
tioned. As sure as the moon is not 
made of green cheese (proved by lat- 
est scientific studies) St. Louis will 
have a planetarium that will be a 
showplace of learning for all to enjoy.

The Booming Market 


Every man, wofan and child in the country, 
whether or not he owns a single share of stock 
in any company, has a stake in what is. going on 
these days in the securities market. Each citi- 
zen's own money is involved in the rising prices 
of stocks even though he never sees a broker 
and would not know one if he did. 

And how is each citizen's money involved even 
though he is not a shareowner? Because he has 
a stake in pension funds and pension fund ad- 
ministrators are going into the stock market. Be- 
cause he pays premiums on his life insurance and 
certain life insurance funds are being invested 
in business securities. Because custodians of 
other funds with direct bearing on the individ- 
ual’s own economic well-being are buying shares. 

Tuesday's news from Wall Street provides oc- 
casion for a review of the situation. Last April 
26, prices of stocks broke through the 1929 crash- 
year historic highs. After the April record they 
dropped off only to begin soon to climb up again. 
On Monday prices went above the April top and 
on Tuesday they pushed above Monday's aver- 
ages. 

The Tuesday close showed a Dow-Jones aver- 
age advance of 72 cents for 65 stocks to a 
record $161, with industrial stocks up $3.06 to a 
high mark of $434.55. Du Pont went above $200 
a share. The trade in U.S. Steel totaled 81,000 
shares for a rise to 4814 after the recent 2-for-1 
stock split. General Motors came within a frac- 
tion of hitting 100 

* > os 

Where is the money coming from that is bid- 
ding up shares so sharply? A roundup in The 
Wall Street Journal shows that quite a bit of it is 
from “eager newcomers.” A San Francisco truck 
driver sélls one of his tractor-trailer rigs for 
$5000 and puts the proceeds into the market. A 
restaurant owner in the same city accumulates 
$16,000 to remodel his place of business, but in- 
vests in stocks instead. A Cleveland womar 
cashes $45,000 in savings bonds and buys shares. 

Figures on odd-lot purchases—buying in quan- 
tities of less than 100 shares—support the con- 
clusion that “little people” are jumping in. A 
recent report showed an increase of 63 per cent 
in odd-lot trading over a year ago with a 53 per 
cent gain in New York Stock Market volume as 
a whole. 

The Federal Reserve Board has twice in recent 
months taken notice of the booming securities 
market. It raised the cash-margin requirements 
from 50 per cent to 60 per cent last January. In 
April it increased the cash requirement to 70 
per cent. Still another increase may be in the 
offing, but thus far the increases seem to have 
had little effect on buying. 

There are many differences between the eco- 
nomic-financial situation today and that which 
led up to the great crash of 1929. Today there 
are more than three times as many shares of 
stock as in 1929. This means, as U.S. News & 
World Report points out, that whereas in Sep- 
tember 1929, 10 per cent of the shares of sto¢k 
were traded, in the busy trading month of April 
1955, less than 2 per cent of the total number 
of shares were traded. In September 1929, indus- 
trial shares of the “blue chip” variety cost 19 
times their annual earnings per share. At present 
prices stock buyers pay less than 14 times annual 
earnings per share. 

* * . 

These favorable differences do not mean that 
there are not concerns in Washington and New 
York about the securities boom. After warning 
of “dangers,” the Senate Banking Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas, has drafted legislation to require com- 
panies with over-the-counter stocks to be sub- 
ject to the same regulations that apply to com- 
panies on the stock exchange. Other bills are 
coming out of the recent inquiry into possible 
speculative activity. The Stock Exchange itself 
has just announced it will study “the role of 
banks and trust companies in the market.” 

Whatever else this is, it is not a partisan Issue. 
It is not one on which Democrats and Republi- 
cans can reasonably divide. Neither is it a mat- 
ter which tests faith in the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. To say that a potentially inflationary 
boom should be watched closely and put under 
proper restraints is not to undermine confidence 
in anybody or anything. 

Honeyed words—and there were plenty of 
‘them—did not make everything right in 1929. 
They could do no more now. Secretaries Humph- 
rey and Weeks owe it to the President to keep 
him fully informed. He needs to know the minus 

signs as well as the plus marks. So does every- 
one else.

Bulging W ACs and Two Kitchens 

From time to time comes a dispatch telling of 
the trim-figure troubles tormenting the WACs. 
Not so long ago the Army threatened that those 
women soldiers who did not keep their weight 
“well distributed” and “within limits’ would face 
reducing diets and compulsory exercise. 

Then a former chief quartermaster, Maj. Gen. 
Herman Feldman, charged the WACs ate three 
times as much as the men and were always load- 
ing up at the post exchange, all of which caused 
them “to bulge out in the wrong places.” 


But now comes Lt. Col. Eleanore C. Sullivan, 
commanding the new WAC center at Fort Mc-

ing the instincts. 
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Passport Under Prodding 

The State Department has finally been prodded 
by the federal courts into issuing a passport to 
Prof. Otto Nathan, executor of the estate of the 
late Albert. Einstein. Unhappily, however, the 
time and the circumstances under which the de- 
partment’s Passport Division acted will earn it 
little public good will. 

The time was the day of the deadline on an 
order of the United States Court of Appeals at 
Washington. And the circumstances were that the 
court had required the division to give Prof. 
Nathan a hearing on his request to travel abroad 
and, if it then declined to grant him a passport, 
to say exactly why. In effect the court told the 
division to put up or shut up. In the face of a 
showdown the division backed down... ___ 

What is so frustrating about this and similar 
cases is that the division merely says No and that 
is the end of it, so far as it was concerned. No 
hearing, no reasons—just « flat No! Prof. Na- 
than, a naturalized American who was born in 


Germany, has been unsuccessfully trying to ob- 
tain a passport for more than two years. If the 
court had not intervened he still might be pre- 
vented from leaving the country. As Prof. Nathan 
so clearly pointed out, his case “shows the im- 
portance of compelling the State Department to 
support its ‘allegations’ by evidence in open 
hearing.” , When it has no evidence that will 
stand up in the open it is compelled to fold its 
tent and steal away. All of which suggests that 
some legislative checks are sorely indicated in 
this field to combat bureaucratic malice, callous- 
ness, ignorance or worse. 
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Mr. Eisenhower at West Point 

President Eisenhower’s commencement address 
at West Point sounded what amounted to the 
American keynote for the Big Four conference. 

That keynote took a middle level between 
under-expectation and over-optimism. The Presi- 
dent recognized the boundaries of what this one 
conference can, at best, accomplish, without in 
any way relaxing the determination that it shall 
accomplish that best. The results, he said, must 
then be considered “only a beginning in a re- 
newed effort that may last a generation.” 

It was time that the attitude which this coun- 
try will take into the summit conference was 
made officially and firmly known to the world. 
Less than six weeks remain before the July 18 
date on which the United States has proposed 
that the conference be held at Geneva. 

Yet as late as last week the public’s under- 
standing of the Administration attitude was mud- 
died by Vice President Nixon's assertion at Chi- 
cago that the coming conference “could be the 
world’s last chance to settle differences peace- 
fully and avoid a catastrophic war.” 

That was a rather frightening statement, tense 
with crisis. Without contradicting or even men- 
tioning his Vice President, the President has now 
replaced it with his own declaration of policy. 
Instead of the extreme assertion that it may be 
peace now-or-never, Mr. Eisenhower affirms the 
nation he heads shall seek peace now-and-ever. 

The country must be confident, as he is confi- 
dent, that “decency and justice” will ultimately 
prevail, the President counsels. There is no 
miracle drug that will cure, overnight, the”“ig- 
norance, mutual fears and hatreds” with which 
the world stands afflicted. But with “caution” 
and “wisdom” this country, in concert with 
other countries of like mind, can move steadily 
and confidently toward the goal of a world of 
understanding and trust. 

These are the counsels which the times de- 
mand—to be, as we said the other day of a con- 
ciliatory gesture from behind the Iron Curtain, 
“glad and wary at the same time.” 

In such a spirit as Mr. Eisenhower has de- 
scribed at the military academy from which he 
graduated 40 years ago, the West and the East 
can show that they may meet for common gain. 
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Job for a Jury 

The Circuit Court grand jury’s inquiry into 
the tangled affairs of the late Mrs. June Alma 
Lytz will not be complete without a searching 
look into that phase of the Lytz story that oc- 
curred in Police Court in 1952. 

Detective Chief James P. Chapman has told 
the Post-Dispatch of arresting Mrs. Lytz and one 
of her employes, Pauline Cloin, on morals 
charges that year. He says he thought he had a 
strong case against them. Yet Police Judge 
James H. Connor, who less than a month before 
the hearing had acted as Mrs. Lytz’s attorney in 
a divorce proceeding, dismissed the charges. 

Police court is a municipal court whose juris- 
diction is limited to violation of city ordinances. 
It has no connection with the Police Department 
and it is not a criminal court. 

The big question, of course, Is why the then 
Judge Connor dismissed the case if the evi- 
dence was as substantial as Detective Chief Chap- 
man remembers it. Equally important is why Mr. 
Connor did not disqualify himself in view of his 
business association with Mrs. Lytz.

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One Snag in the Polio Program 

Surgeon General Scheele’s report on the 
Salk vaccine to the American Medical Associa- 
tion give the public one of its rare views into 
what actually happened, rather than someone's 
opinion of what happened. He-says one reason 
the inoculation program hit a snag was that 
manufacturers had reported only their successful 
batches and not the batches which they found to 
be bad or discarded. 

Yet might it not have been expected that 
these latter were exactly the batches which 
would suggest how great a margin of error was 
being encountered, and which would perhaps 
contain the clues to the reasons for error? 

Today's Mirror of Public Opinion tells in 
what an orderly fashion Canada has handled its 
polio inoculation program. Canadian tests have 
been exacting and no chances have been taken. 

The United States Government, to the con- 
trary, has learned its lesson the hard way of 
trial-and-error. This is one mistake basic to all 
the other mistakes which should never be repeat- 
ed. At the very least it should be elementary to 
similar operations in the future that the lessons 
we have learned will be remembered.

How Canada Handles Polio 


The Mirrer

Planning for Salk vaccine shots began seven months in advance; 
inoculations free to children and parents, are handled entirely 
by government health officials; vaccine manufacture subjected to 
severe government tests; only one vaccinated child contracts polio.

Unlike the United States, Canada’s 
polio program is moving right along 
without any hitches. 


Since inoculations were started, on 
April 12, Salk vaccine has been admin- 
istered to about 700,000 children, and 
350,000 of them now have had their 
second injections. Through May 24, 
none had developed paralysis as a result 
of the vaccine. 


Immediate goal is to finish giving 
the first two inoculations to 1,000,000 
children in the most susceptible age 
groups before July 1, when the polio 
season in Canada will start. 


Looking a little further ahead, author- 
ities expect to complete the inoculation 
of 3,000,000 children by next March 31 
and to give vaccine to 2,000,000 other 
children below 16 years of age less than 
two years from now. The whole pro- 
gram is under Government control and 
direction. 


On both occasions when the United 
States suspended use of the Salk vac- 
cine, national and provincial health au- 
thorities have talked the matter over 
at length. And both times the Canadians 
have decided to keep on with their 
program because it was working out so 
satisfactorily. 


Canada is taking no chances on un- 
safe vaccine. Right from the start, each 
batch has been subjected to tests in 
two separate laboratories. That is one 
of the big differences between Canada’s 
smoothly running program and the way 
—— have been handled in the United 

tates. 


Enough Canadian vaccine to give a 
child the necessary three inoculations 
costs $1.50. The Canadian Government 
is paying half the cost, and the provin- 
cial governments are paying the other 
half. Local health officials administer 
the vaccine, usually at schools, without 
charge to the pupils or their parents. 


Although public health is primarily 
the responsibility of the provinces, by 
agreement the National Ministry of Pub- 
lic Health and Welfare is giving the 
polio program close co-ordination at the 
top. It is a program that was carefully 
thought out about seven months before 
the mass inoculations got under way. 


Canada’s plan was drawn up last Sep- 
tember by the Dominion Council of 
Health, which consists principally of 
the federal and provincial ministers of 
health. Canadians at that time felt pret- 
ty sure that the final report in the 
United States on test inoculations would 
be favorable, and they wanted to have 
large amounts of vaccine ready for im- 
mediate use after the report was made. 


At that time the Connaught Labora- 
tories, in Toronto, which had been co- 
operating with American authorities in 
Salk research, were instructed to begin

Canada, thus, was all set to go when 
the United States committee made its 
favorable report on April 12. Enough 
vaccine was on hand to give the first 
two injections to 930,000 children. In- 
oculations got under way at once, and 
_ are continuing without interrup- 

on. 

Health authorities say that one child 
who was inoculated has paralysis, but 
that he already had polio when‘he was 
given the vaccine. 

In nine of the 10 provinces, children 
in the first and second grades are get- 
ting priority. The Province of Quebec, 
where children 2 and 3 years old were 
hit hardest in the last polio epidemic, 
is concentrating on this age group. The 
National Ministry of Public Health and 
Welfare apportions vaccine to the prov- 
inces on the basis of their population. 


Vaccine is tested first at the Con- 
naught Laboratories. Then a sample of 
each batch is brought to Ottawa and 
given even stiffer tests in the federal 
laboratories here. The federal labora- 
tories have turned down two batches 
that Connaught had approved. 

Before the fuss started in the United 
States, 13,000 Canadian children had 
been given American vaccine without 
ill effects. Now all the vaccine being 
used in Canada comes from the Con- 
naught Laboratories, and they are 
working at capacity. Late this summer 
or early in the autumn, the laboratory 
of the Institute of Microbiology, at Mon- 
treal, will get into production. 

As more vaccine becomes available, 
Canadian authorities expect to keep 
moving into higher age groups with the 
inoculations. They want to make the 
protection available to everyone as soon 
as possible. They are moving as fast 
as they feel is consistent with safety 
and expect their polio program to con- 
tinue without mishaps.

Between Book Ends 


Poet's Fragments of Prose 


ADVENTURES IN THE SKIN TRADE AND OTHER 
STORIES, by Dylan Thomas. (New Directions, 
275 pgs., $3.50.) 

For a few months before Dylan 
Thomas's death in November 1953, he 
tasted briefly of fame. The weight of 
the “Collected Poems,” published earlier 
in the year, was felt almost immedi- 
ately, and instead of being compared to 
other poets, the other poets were being 
compared to him. It happened just 
about that suddenly. 

Since his death at 39, a truly tragic 
loss, his stature has continued to rise. 
Concurrent with a considerable body of 
new criticism and steady success for the 
“Collected Poems,” in several post- 
humous books we have seen Thomas as 
the motion-picture writer (“The Doctor 
and the Devils”), the poet-playwright 
(“Under Milk Wood"), and the essayist 
and storyteller (“Quite Early One Morn- 
ing”). Now with “Adventures in the 
Skin Trade” it is Dylan Thomas, the 
almost-novelist and short story writer.

But the name of Dylan Thomas, I 
would guess, will always be as it is 
now, that of the most eloquent and 
brooding romantic poet of his genera- 
tion who also experimented in other 
forms. Except for “Under Milk Wood,” 
his play for voices which showed a 
great leap forward in his ability or de- 
sire to communicate, these other writ- 
ings will be valued primarily for what 
they reveal about the personality of 
Dylan Thomas. 

The 82-page fragment of his novel, 
“Adventures in the Skin Trade” is fine 
entertainment. The Ulysses-like wan- 
derings of Samuel Bennet amid the low 
life of London is filled with preposter- 
ous people and events: Sam's getting his 
finger caught permanently in a beer 
bottle, Mr. Allingham’s living it up in 
a room stacked to the ceiling with fur- 
niture, Sam’s drinking a bottle of eau 
de cologne in preparation for a bath- 
tub seduction, old Mrs, Dacey’s taking 
the boys on a back-alley bistro tour. 

Thomas obviously enjoyed every min- 
ute of it and might have made “Adven- 
tures in the Skin Trade” a bvrilliant 
tour de force farce had he lived to 
finish it. But the important thing may 
be the parallel it draws between the 
young life-hungry poet, Samuel Ben- 
net, and Dylan Thomas. Their lives co- 
incide repeatedly.

All of the 20 other pieces were writ- 
ten during the 1980s. Several of them 
are what we generally call short stories. 
“The Dress,” “The Vest,” “The True 
Story,” and “The Followers” are con- 
structed well and bring a shocking 
moment of truth out of violence and 
abnormal behavior. Most of the others 
are fantastic allegories in which satanic 
and immortal human beings interpret 
the Old Testament and Grimm's Fairy 
Tales along the lines of the Marquis de 
Sade. Or so it seems. 

They begin calmly enough, but 
Thomas appears to lose control, and 
his frenzied desperation takes over. 
They require close reading and even 
then pose conundrums. The same sym- 
bolism, Christian and folklore, the same 
kind of death and transfiguration, the 
same ideas of man as something less 
and something more than man are 
familiar themes in his poems. But there 
these matters are disciplined, largely by 
technical considerations. 

The stories are ambitious failures, to 
be sure. But they are also a volume of 
evidence’ that Dylan Thomas might 
have been only a minor writer had he 
not discovered the way to himself was 
through poetry. It was a form to bring 
beauty and meaning out of chaos.

oped only if it is supported by 
its member states and if its ma- 
chinery is properly used. 

An examination of the record 
will show that when the United 


- Nations has had the genuine sup- 


port of any substantial majority 
of its members it has made a 
positive contribution to the set- 


* tlement of any dispute on which 


it has been brought to bear. 
This has been true even in those 
cases when, through the exer- 
or through 
intransigence, the full solution 
desired by the majority has been 
circumvented. 


Where the failures have been 
most dismal, the cause is to be 
found in the lack of a genuine 
desire of the members to utilize 
the machinery available or, to 
subject their policies to the test 
of the standards laid down in 
the charter 


Finally, there are some basic 
lessons which all of us, as in- 
dividuals, must learn better if 
world peace and human prog- 
ress are to be assured. 


Our knowledge of man, of 
ourselves, must somehow catch 
up with our scientific knowl- 
edge which has now given us 
the capacity to destroy our- 
selves. We must bring our- 
selves to recognize and accept 
the essential and overriding 
unity of mankind. 


We must realize that to 
achieve a world free of fear, 
we must free ourselves of 
fear: that to attain a world of 
justice we ourselves must be 
just; and that to promote free- 
dom, we must be free, in mind 
as well as body. 

In the final analysis, people 
managing to live together, to 
respect each other, and to help 
each other along are funda- 
mental lessons which mankind 
everywhere must somehow 
learn if world peace and prog- 
ress are really to be assured. 

If all too slowly, these lessons, 

I think, are being learned. The 
cultural gulfs between conti- 
nents are being gradually nar- 
rowed. At the United Nations, 
the legendary “differences” 
among people tend to disappear; 
the demand for respect and dig- 
nity which is the common de- 
nominator of all peoples is con-

We 
also mentioned that sometimes 
the source of this water is a leak 
either in the siding or at some 
joint between siding and other 
surfaces. 

Now, if you've found that the 
exterior walls of your house are 
good and tight, you can be pret- 
ty safe in assuming that the 
cause of all your headaches is 
our old friend condensation. 

What is happening is this: The 
warm humid air inside your 
house flows through the walls. 
When the air comes in contact 
with the cold siding or sheathing 
it can’t carry all that moisture 
Vapor so it leaves a good deal 
behind. In other words, on strik- 
ing a cold surface, the moisture 
vapor in the air condenses back 
into water. Now, you've got a 
real fine situation. 

You have the sheathing or sid- 
ing getting wetter and wetter 
from the backside and pretty 
soon this water is going to get 
right in under the paint film and 
then it’s going to be drawn out 
by the heat of the sun and when 
it does that paint film is going 
to come off. Even if the house 
is insulated the same general 
situation will occur. 

If the insulation is improperly 
installed and comes into direct 
contact with the _ siding or 
sheathing, it will absorb water 
too, and lose a lot of its value 
as insulation. Many brands of 
insulation come with a vapor 
barrier to prevent the water 
vapor flowing through but unless 
the installation is done perfectly, 
openings will occur that allow 
the moist air to pass to the cold 
surfaces. 

There are three things we can 
do, however. One is to decrease 
the moisture content of the 
house air. Another is to vent 
the wall to allow the moist air to 
escape and the third is to install 
a more effective vapor barrier. 
We'll be back again with more 
on the same.

Now comes this article in the 
paper giving a definition from 
Moscow of the role of the press, 
which makes it quite understand- 
able that the free world and the 
Soviet world could not agree on 
this particular point. 

The Reds say, in a party maga- 
zine Party Life, that newspapers 
are, “so to speak, a direct con- 
tinuation” of the Communist 
party apparatus. They go on to 
say that “not only should news- 
paper men be considered liter- 
ary workers” but one should alsa 
“try to see that they fulfill their 
party duty to inform the local 
party committee of what they 
find on the spot, to present prob- 
lems and offer proposals.” 


Work with newspaper men, 
the article continues, is “one of 
the most important aspects of 
party leadership of the press 
and this leadership should be 
exercised every day, with con- 
sideration for all the character- 
istics of this ideological weapon.” 

It is quite evident from this 
that no newspaper man would 
have any freedom to think for 
himself or to state anything 
which was not censored by the 
party leadership.

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New Films 
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| By Myles Standish 

AMES MICHENER’S novel of Naval fighter action in 
Jcres “THE BRIDGES AT TOKO RI,” has been turned 

into another fine motion picture by Paramount: it is one 
of the best of the year, and certainly the best by far made 
about the Korean war. 

Beautifully made technically in Techni- 
color aboard an aircraft carrier, in Japan, 
and over the mountains of Korea, the film, 
at the FOX THEATER, goes beyond its 
striking visual aspects. It searches deep 
into the psychology of the men who have 
to fight a war nobody wants, men who 
consider themselves virtually forgotten as they can see no 
evidence that more than a few people back —_ appreciate 
their courage and sacrifice. 

We have William Holden in another one of his strong 
and realistic performances as a jet pilot (Lt. Brubaker) who 
had had it in World War II and had been called back out of 
civilian life where he had just begun to get established as a 
lawyer. He faces each mission with a wry bitterness in- 
creased by each narrow escape. Why does he have to serve 
twice, when there are so many who haven't served once? 
This tension is increased when he has some beautiful hours 
with his wife (Grace Kelly) and children in a resort near 
Tokyo before taking off on two missions against the bridges 
at Toko Ri. These strategic points are guarded by an almost 
solid wall of flak, and Lt. Brubaker knows he probably won't 
come out alive. After flying down the deadly valley once on 
a photo recon mission, he leads a squadron against it on a 
bombing raid, which destroys the bridges. He is shot down, 
and with Mickey Rooney, a helicopter rescue pilot who at- 
tempts to save him, dies obscurely in a ditch in Korea as 
they fight off Communist infantry. 
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As the admiral commanding the task force, it is the lot 
of Fredric March to explain this bitter courage. He himself 
lost a son in World War II, and his daughter-in-law and wife 
went to pieces, so he is a lonely man who sees his own son 
in clean-cut pilots like Lt. Brubaker. They go into battle and 
death, he says, because they have to. They are the chosen 
of each generation, and in the last analysis they know it 
and wouldn't have it otherwise. “Where do we get such 
men?” he asks himself in wonderment on wens news 
of Brubaker’s death. “Where do we get such men” 

There are tender and touching scenes, particularly in 
the admiral’s request to Brubaker’s wife that she not betray 
fear on their last night together. The scenes from the 
cockpits, flying against the hail of flak, having shocking im- 
pact and breathless excitement. It is as real as if you 
yourself were there. The last fire-fight in which Holden 
and Rooney are cut down by riflemen is, far from any 
exercise in heroics, grim and deadly—a dirty, rueful hope- 
less death, an end which they meet with wry fatalism. 

The acting is good all the way. March's fine perform- 
ance is incisive and authoritative. Miss Kelly is fresh and 
lovely, and contributes a sensitive emotional edge in her 
scenes. Rooney, kept in check by Mark Robson’s direction, 
coptributes good comedy relief as the cocky, feisty little 
helicopter jockey, and it is underlaid with a sincerity too 
often missing in this talented little man’s work. -

HEN a school boy is de- 
voted to his teacher, that’s 
a pretty good news story. 
But when he and dozens of his 
classmates maintain that devo- 
tion through their high school 
and college days and on into 
their years as fathers and grand- 


fathers—well, that’s the story 
of Miss Carrie Markham. 
During a_ teaching career 


which began before the turn of 
the century, “Miss Carrie” has 
gained and retained the friend- 
ship of hundreds of chidren, now 
grown and married with families 
of their own. On her birthday, 
flowers, cards, gifts, telephone 
calls and telegrams come from 
all over the country, even from 
abroad, and on Christmas day, 
her room is crowded with gifts 
from former students.

French women simply have 
never become accustomed to the 
idea of mass production by 
which the President’s lady and 
several Mrs. O’Gradys may 
turn up wearing the same dress. 
The French woman until very 
recently patronized either the 
haute couture, that is, the name 
designers, or, if they were of 
lesser means, made their own 
clothes or had them made by a 
little couturier or dressmaker. 
It was not until the last half 
dozen years that the ready-to- 
wear industry in France began 
to thrive. The man most re- 
sponsible for its growth has 
been Albert Charles Lempereur, 
president of France’s wholesale 
dressmaking association, its fed- 
eration of women’s wear indus- 
tries, and head of two dressmak- 
ing firms of his own.

MONSIEUR LEMPEREUR vis- 
ited St. Louis last week to con- 
fer with heads of the St. Louis 
Fashion Creators, merchants and 
manufacturers, and to speak to 
students of the School of Fine 
Arts at Washington University. 
He took time out of his crowded 
schedule to have an interview 
with us, in four languages, our 
French, his French, our English, 
his English. Interpreting when 
confusion arose was Mrs. Thomas 
L. Downs, his guide while he 
was in town. 

“Why was it impossible to 
build up a ready-to-wear busi- 
ness before now?” he repeated 
our initial question. “I cannot 
say but we had many obstacles.

After the war, the 
manufacturers of quality fabrics 
like Lesur and Rodier discovered 
our industry and began to sell 
to us.

IN ORDER TO LURE one of 
his sons into the business with 
him, he sent him to the United 
States to study American meth- 
ods, a visit which was, he says, 
“to change the entire French 
ready-to-wear industry.” He was 
inspired to follow his son over 


here, bringing 15 of his col- 
leagues with him. This was in 
1947 ; 


The biggest lesson he learned 
on that trip was in advertising. 
When he returned to France he 
began labeling his ready-to-wear, 
something which had never been 
done by the individual manufac- 
turer. Moreover, he invited the 
press to a showing of his whole- 
sale collection. 


“Everyone thought I was 
crazy,” he says. “Never before 
had ready-to-wear been shown 
to the press. Now 45 firms are 
doing the same thing.” 

Lempereur now heads his two 
firms, Lemperéur et Cie, ready- 
to-wear manufacturer for little 
girls and misses, and Virginie, 


couture for little girls, teen- 
agers and misses. 
Commenting on American 


styles, Lempereur was especial- 
ly impressed by St. Louis junior 
fashions and California sports 
clothes which he has long tried 
to persuade manufacturers 
around France’s Cote D'Azur to 
emulate. He thinks the average 
American woman is much better 
dressed than French women be- 
cause of their greater purchas- 
ing power and the lower price 
of clothing brought about by 
mass production. Of the French 
couturiers, he feels that althaugh 
Dior is king, Balenciaga’s fash- 
ions are more advanced. For 
the Dior “long look” he had only 
a smile. 

‘“Sometimes the haute couture 
must go to extremes for atten- 
tion,” he said. “I understand 
the Dior models are very un- 
comfortable.”
